The Advocate man, 
in a letter from Miss McLeod, super¬ 
intendent of the hospital at High Riv- 
eT, received the good wishes for the 
success of the scheme, and these we

of the enterprise and those who favor 
it. Mr. George Mclrvine, who is 
chairman of the High River board, 
was in Vulcan the other day, and to 
the editor expressed in a decided way 
a like sentiment.

With its mingled 
smells of new rope, kerosene, yellow 
soap, coffee, cheese, plug cut and cali¬ 
co the country store is an institution 
it will be to the great loss and with 
the great regret of the vast rural pop 
ulation of the nation.

It has been even 
more than that, for through it the 
farmar and his good wife were able to 
convert butter and eggs into shoes 
and sealing wax. What the club is to 
the city the general store has been to 
the country. The country store has 
been the forum and intellectual arena 
of a large area of this broad country. 
These countless centers for rustic 
gathering have been the fountain¬ 
heads of those rivulets of politics and 
opinion that joined themselves into 
irresistable floods of national opinion. 
Ruval Canada is in process of trans¬ 
formation and every step in that pro¬ 
cess brings nearer to obsolescence the 
cduntry store of song and story, of 
the jester’s fling and the cartoonist’s 
pencil.

TEACHERS vs. SCHOOL BOARD 


A rather interesting case was tried 
recently before Justice Mahaffy at 
Red Deer involving the financial rela¬ 
tions of Grassy Lake school board and 
the teacher, Mr. McVand \^ho was not 
satisfied with the amount offered him 
by the board and brought action 
against them for the balance of full 
salary of $1100 named in contract. 
The school act sets 210 teaching days 
as a year’s work and the plaintiff had 
only taught 202. He claimed this 
shortage was the result of his having 
started the term late owing to delay 
in engagement, not his fault and the 
other four days were holidays. After 
hearing the evidence His Lordship al¬ 
lowed the claim in respect of four 
days half the period in dispute.

WHEAT POOL’S TERMINALS 


Under the terms of a lease recent¬ 
ly agreed upon between the Pool and 
Vancouver Harbor Board, No. 2 
r erminal Elevator at Vancouver, own¬ 
ed by the Canadian Government, will 
pass to the control of the Alberta 
Wheat Pool August 1, 1927, for one 
year, at a yearly rental of-$lf)0,000. 
This terminal has a capacity of 1,500- 
000 bushels and cost in excess of $2,- 
600,000. No. 1 terminal was leased to 
a private grain man at an annual ren¬ 
tal of $145,000. It has a capacity of 
2,100,000 bushels. The securing of 
the lease on No. 2 terminal elevator 
provides the Pool with a total termin¬ 
al capacity on the Pacific Coast of*2,- 
750,000 bushels. The Prince Rupert 
terminal has a capacity of 1,250,000 
bushels. With 142 line elevators in 
Alberta and two big terminals at the 
Coast, the Alberta Wheat Pool will be 
in a better position to more advantag¬ 
eously handle its members grain. C- 
M. Hall, General Manager of Alberta 
Pool Elevators Ltd., and W. J. Jack- 
man and Lew Hutchinson, directors of 
the Pool, are in Winnipeg this week 
negotiating with private elevator com 
panies who offered for sale country 
elevators at certain points in tne 
province, where the Pool wishes to 
serve its members with Pool elevators 


ELEVATOR RESERVE FUND 


The Alberta Wheat Pool has an ele¬ 
vator reserve fund totalling $1,371,- 
965.63 and a commercial reserve 7und 
of $423,901.88. The total amount col¬ 
lected in reserves is $1,795,867.41. The 
elevator reserve is being expenffed in 
building or acquiring elevators. Lo¬ 
cations for country elevators are se¬ 
lected on the basis of deliveries of 
Pool wheat, covering a period of three 
years> and the acreage signed up in 
the district served by the shipping 
pbint. Naturally those places with a 
large sign-up will get Pool elevators 
before localities with a small sign-up. 
On the books of the organization ev¬ 
ery member is credited with his 
share of the reserves. On the eleva¬ 
tor reserve interest at the rate of 6 
per cent per annum is credited each 
members. Every member gets a 
statement yearly shewing the amount 
to his credit in these reserve funds. 
The questipn of how or when this 
money wll be paid back is left entire¬ 
ly in the hands of the board of direc¬ 
tors. The board has not yet decided 
how or when this will be done, but the 
probability is that it will be done on 
a revolving fund basis. All members 
will be treated alike. A member will 
not get his share in the reserves any 
sooner by not signing a new contract. 
Neither will a member get his share 
any sooner by signing a new contract.

The Provincial Chapter of the Im¬ 
perial Daughters of the Empire aiptin 
draws attention to itsessJw cofnpeti- 
tion open to boys qmd girls attending 
the public, separate a'nd secondary 
schools in the province of Alberta. 
The competition for this ^/ay on 
Confederation, marking its Diamond 
Jubilee, will be divided into two clas¬ 
ses. The first class—Grades 9 and 
10, the second class. Grade 7 and 8. 
Three prizes will be given for each 
class consistmg of $25.00 for the best 
essa'y, $15.00 for the second and 
$10.00 for the third. The following 
rules govern the competitions—; 

1. In the first class (Grades 9 and 
10) the es.say shall not be longer than 
five thousand words and not shorter 
than two thousand five hundred; and 
in the second class (Grades 7 and 8) 
not longer than four thousand five 
hundred and not shorter than two 
thousand four hundred. 

2. ■The subject of the essay shall 

be “Confederation, its History and Ef¬ 
fects on the Development of Canada 
up to July 1, 1927.” ' 

3. The essays are to be clearly 
written on only one side of the paper 
with a margin of at least two inches. 1 
The name of the competitor is to be 
written at the end of the essay, with i 
the name of his or her school and a^ 
statement that the essay is the unaid¬ 
ed work of the competitor; also a 
statement fronrthe teacher giving the 
grade of the competitor. 

4. In judging the essays, manner 
as well as matter, will be considered. 
The essays must be gratmatically 
constructed, correctly punctuated and 
written in clear and simple English. 

5. The essays are to be sent, not 
later than April 30, 1927, to the Pro¬ 
vincial Secretary, Mrs. J. C. Noell, 816 
4th Ave., West, Calgary, Alta. 

ENJOYEDJBEIR TRIP 

Rev. J. W. Jenkins and Mrs. Jen¬ 
kins retupied last week from a four 
month’s visit with their son, Mr. Wil¬ 
fred G. and son-in-law and daughter, 
Mr. and Mrs. O. A. Rhodes at Owens¬ 
boro, Kentucky. The weather condi¬ 
tions during their visit was sucn that 
the farmers could not gather their 
corn crop owing to excessive floods. 
During January and February’ the 
weather was delightful. In February 
Mr. Jenkins visited at Richmond, Vir¬ 
ginia where he found a very delight¬ 
ful climate as well as a most delight¬ 
ful class of citizenship noted for their 
kindly hospitality and geniality. 

There appears to be a great deal of 
dissatisfaction, among the farmers of 
the United States generally. Crops m 
several sections have been poor, far¬ 
mers of the tobacco growing States 
have been hard hit on account of low 
prices, this being brought about large¬ 
ly by farmers failing to co-operaie m 
a system of marketing their products. 
The failure of the McNary—Morton 
bill vetoed by President Coolidge cre¬ 
ated considerable agitation in politics 
across the line. The President’s ex- 
posure of i ts w eakn ess a nd falacies 
however satisfied the great majority of 
farmers and stilled the troubled wa¬ 
ters for the time being. The appeal 
to the government for aid for the far¬ 
mers will not helpThe farming indus¬ 
try as the farmers must woir: out 
their own salvation by adopting more 
scientific methods of farming in tne 
production and sale of their crops. 
Mr. Jenkins found in the Middle West, 

' that farmers favored the removal of 
the embargo on Canadian cattle. They 
have millions of bushels of corn and 
no Stockers to consume it. The people 
of the cities, he said, have not forgot¬ 
ten that the Canadian in 1911 turned 
down Reciprocity pact with the U. S., 
but nevertheless there is a sentiment 
in force there in favor of a removal of 
the embargo. From Owensboro, Mr. 
and Mrs. Jenkins went to Cleveland, 
1 Ohio, which is one of the great busi¬ 
ness centres of the lake states. The 
outlook for another year of wonderful 
prosperity is most promising. In 
making comparisons, Rev. Mr. Jenkins 
observed that in his journeyings to 
and from Kentucky, he frankly con¬ 
fessed he saw, after leaving Letn- 
bridge, evidences of a wonderfuf and 
fertile country. The Huge stacks of 
straw’ and the thick stubble fields 
looked good to him although the terri¬ 
fic Windstorm on Thursday was not 
much to his liking. 


The 1926 clip of wool from Alberta 
was 1,805,702 pounds. Sheepmen who 
met at Lethbridge recently in conven¬ 
tion maintain that the cycle of low 
prices has been completed, and that, 
while production was increasing, all 
surplus stocks were being rapidly 
cleared up. Indication point to a very 
material improvement in consumption. 

Sugar beets and Jersey cattle is the 
combination that W. T. Passey, suc¬ 
cessful mixed farmer of Magrath, 
looks upon as a better investment 
than oil stocks. On his 60 acre irri¬ 
gated farm he has half a dozen pure¬ 
bred Jersey cows, three of which are 
milking and putting $1.50 of milk and 
cream into the pail every day. This is 
the net price as it js called for by the 
customers. 

The Prince of Wales rode his own 
mare Lady Doon to a thrilling victory 
in the South Notts point to point 
steeplechase in Oxton, England, on 
April 7. The 3V4 mile race was run 
on a heavy course. The Prince was 
cheered wildly by women betters who 
had backed Lady Doon.

Sixty horses were sold at the Mac- 
leod Horse Sale last week prices rang 
ing from $75 to $120. 

Farming and seeding operations are 
now in progress here and there and 
next week will see great activity in 
this respect. 

John Bull has decided to put a tax 
on imported films and has also form¬ 
ed a $5,000,000 company for the de¬ 
velopment of British films. 

A pupil in the local school was ask¬ 
ed to state the difference between 
“submit” and “succumb” and replied: 
“You submit to an operation ^pd then 
succumb.” 

One result of Charlie Chaplin’s di¬ 
vorce proceedings in the States is to 
send him to England, where (it is 
stated) he will make his future films. 
This will certainly be a "good thing for 
^tjie new movement for British films. 

As a result of the Cow Bill intro¬ 
duced by Hon. Duncan Marshall, then 
Alberta Minister of Agriculture, the 
province is faced with a loss of from 
$500,000 to $700,000. This amount be¬ 
ing due but uncollectable from farm¬ 
ers who bought cows under the Cow 
Bill. 

The Alberta Wheat Pool has not is¬ 
sued any new contracts. A report 
that these new contracts had been is- 
ued is erroneous. Members of the 
Wheat Pool will receive these in due 
course, but in the meantime are ad¬ 
vised not to pay any attention to ru- 
mors^e^arding this matter. The new 
contracts will be for a period of five 
years from the date of the expiration 
of the present contract. Present Pool 
members will not be charged any fee 
for signing the new contracts if sign¬ 
ed before August 1928. 

A protest against the dumping of 
Swiss and other European immigrants 
in Alberta cities and towns has been 
made by the provincial government. 
Acting Premier George Hoadley has 
wired Hon. Robt. Forke, minister of 
immigration, calling his attention to 
the fact that men are -being brought 
here, ostensibly as farm workers, who 
are actually in the unskilled labor 
class and unfit for work on the 
farm. With no provision made for 
them on their arrival here and with a 
scarcity of the sort of work they are 
able to do, they are i n mo^st cases 
thrown upon the public for support, 
and it is this phase of the cituation 
that the government is protesting '
